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POEEWOBD 

The  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Hpporting  Service  is  the  Iowa  unit-  of  a 
nation-wide  organization  wnich  is  entrusted  with  the  re sponsit ility  of 
operating  a  standard  statistical  service  for  agriculture.     The  Division 
of  Agricultural  Statistics  is  a  division  of  t.ie     Iowa  State  Tepartnent  of 
Agriculture  working  in  cooperation  with  the  Agricultural  >'[arketing  Service 
of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,     The  yeeiT  1939  marked  the 
one-hundredth  anniversary  of  the  collection  of  statistics  of  agriculture 
in  the  United  States. 

The  general  program  of  the  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service 
is  to  meet  the  public  needs  and  demands  for  summary  data  of  an  historical 
nature  and  for  current  statistical  information  of  agricultural  production 
in  Iowa  and  the  United  States. 

In  recent  years,   there  has  "been  ax.  increasing  demand  from  agricultural 
organizations,  commercial  interests,  teachers,  legislators,  and  county,  State 
and  governmental  agencies  for  agricultural  data  shewing  the  trends  of  change 
in  countieso     Little  has  been  done  in  the  past  to  make  available  data  for 
each  county  over  an  extended  period  of  time.     So  urgent  is  the  need  for 
county  data  that  some  organisations  have  assembled  such  information  at  con-^ 
siderable  cost.     It  is  in  response  to  these  needs  that  this  series  is  being 
issued. 

The  county  data  herein  offered  have  been  assembled  from  existing  State 
and  Federal  documents  and  reports,  under  the  supervision  of  Norman  V.  Strand, 
State-wide  Work  projects  Administration  Supervisor  of  Agricultural  Economics 
and  Statistics  projects.     This  is  a  reicort  of  Work  completed  on  Official 
Project  65-1-72-155  of  the  Work  Projects  Administration.     Official  Project 
665-72-3-36  furnished  the  material  for  Tables  22  and  24. 

The  Iowa  Agricultural  Extension  Service  participated  in  the  preparation 
of  the  materials  in  this  report,     Selected  data  from  the  files  of  the  Iowa 
Agricultural  Experiment  Station  have  been  released  for  publication  in  this 
series.     Special  credit  is  given  to  the  Iowa  assessors  and  tax  officials 
who  collect  data  on  crops  and  livestocks  as  required  under  the  Iowa  laws. 
Without  these  data  by  townships  and  c&unties  detailed  agricultural  statistics 
would  be  less  accurate  and  less  complete.

Fremont  Co'onty  was  established  in  184?  and  named  for  Colonel  John  C. 
Fremont,  a  famous  explorer  of  the  Rocky  Mountain  region  and  an  officer  in 
the  Mexican  War, 

The  first  settlements  were  made  as  early  as  1840  when  the  southern 
townships  were  clai'ned;  "by  Missouri,     James  Cornelius,  Daniel  McKissick  and 
others  settled  there  prior  to  184P.     A.  M.  Hitchcock  was  an  early  settler 
near  Sidney,,  where  he  kept  a  -cublic  house.     Major  Stephen  Cooper  settled 
near  Bartlett  and  at  one  time  was  a  member  of  the  Missouri  Legislature, 
In  1848  several  familes  from  Oherlin.  Ohio,   settled  on  the  east  hank  of 
the  Missouri  River  five  miles  above  ITebraska  City  with  the  intention  of 
founding  a  college.     However,  the  floods  overflowed  their  lands  and  they 
moved  to  where  Tabor  now  stands.     j\  college  was  founded  there  in  1857. 

The  county  was  formally  organized  in  ld50  and  the  county-seat  located 
at  Sidney  in  1851  on  land  belonging  to  Judge  Thomas  Greenwood*     Hamburg  was 
laid  cut  in  1857  by  August  Borcher.  a  young  German ,  who  had  settled  there 
to  trade  with  the  Indians,     He  named  it  for  his  native  city  in  Germany. 

The  Kansas  City  and  Council  Bluffs  Railroad  vas  built  through  the 
county  from  north  to  south  in  1867-1868,  1/ 

The  Sidney  Rodoo,  nationally  famous,  is  sponsored  annually  by  the 
Williams-Jobe-Gibson  Post  of  the  Ajnerioan  Legion.     It  draws  patronaga  from 
all  parts  of  the  world;  one  recent  year's  attendance  was  82,000o  Trick 
and  fancy  riding,-  broncho-busting  and  similar  feats  are  presented  for  the 
entertainment  of  the  visitors,  2/ 

Area 

Fremont  County  contains  507  square  miles  3,/,   or  324,480  acres.     Of  this 
number,  311,286  acres  are  farm  land,     4/     There  are  13  townships  in  the 
county  and  it  ranks  forty-ninth  in  point  of  size  in  the  State, 

Soils 

The  soils  of  Fremont  County  are  grouped  into  four  classes  according  to 
their  origin  and  location;  namely,  drift,  loess,   terrace,  and  swamp  and 
bottom-land.     The  drift  soil,   Shelby  loam,   covers  6^8  percent  of  the  area. 
The  loess  soils  cover  39.5  percent  of  the  county  and  are  divided  into  Marshall

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silt  loam — 33.1  percent  and  Knox  silt  loam — 6.4  percent.      The  terrace  soils 
cover  12.1  percent  of  the  area  and  are  divided  into  J"udson  silt  loam — 4.5 
percent,  Waukesha  silt  loam — 3,3  percent,  Bremer  silt  loam — 2.5  percent, 
Hancock  very  fine  sandy  loam — 1.5  percent,  and  Hancock  fine  sand — 0.3  per- 
cent.    The  swamp  and  bottom-land  soils  cover  41.-6  -oercent  of  the  county  and 
are  divided  into  TJatiash  loams — 21o2  r^ercent,  Lamoure  loams — 7.4  percent, 
Cass  loams — 6.2  percent.

Fremont  County  was  originally  a  le'/el  p^ciin-  .tot  -.Vfnd  and  water  have 
carved  numerous  hills  ajid  valleys,  moulded  steep  "bluffs ,   laid  extensive  smooth 
bo ttom-lands (  and  transforiced  the  remainder  of  the  surface  into  "broad  reaches 
of  rolling  prairie. 

Bordering  the  liissouri  River  on  the  west  is  a  wide  stretch  of  level  "bot- 
tom-land ranging  from  3  miles  in  width  at  the  north  to  about  10  miles  at  the 
widest  part,     Rising  abruptly  from  the  eastern  boundary  of  this  I!issouri  flood 
plain  is  a  series  of  steep  and  rugged  bluffs  attaining  a  height  of  150  to  250 
feete     Gorges  and  gullies  have  cut  the  upland  sa.'iacB  of  these  bluffs  and 
created  a  hilly  and  broken  belt  varying  frcn  or.G-hc.li   to  two  miles  in  width. 
The  slopes  of  the  bluffs  facing  the  river  are  almost  devoid  of  vegetation, 
while  the  hilly  regions  are  rather  heavily  timbered. 


A  similiarity  exists  between  the  valleys  of  the  East-  West,  and  main 
Nishnabotna  rivers  and  the  Misscuri  Hiver  valley,     AH  have  broad  level  bot- 
tom-lands which  give  way  to  precipitous  areas  throughout  their  entire  courses. 
The  drainage  of  the  county  is  effected  by  the  Missouri  River  and  its  tribu- 
taries,  the  chief  of  which  are  the  East,  West,  and  main  Ni slmabotna  riversc  _6/ 


Climate 


The  average  temperature  for  33  years  (1897-1930)  was  50,8  degrees.  _?/ 
The  average  precipitation  for  55  years  (1875-1930)  was  34,52  inches,  and  the 
growing  season  averaged  160  days  between  the  killing  frost  dates  of  April  29 
and  October  6,  recorded  from  1896  to  1930.  8/ 


Population 

The  population  of  Fremont  County  reached  its  peak  in  1900^     The  number  of 
inhabitants  decreased  by  about  3,000  during  the  next  decade,  but  has  remained 
fairly  constant  since  thab  time^     It  has  a  density  of  Zl  persons  per  sluare 
mile,  as  compared  with  the  State  density  of  44.

Cooperatives 

In  1937  there  were  five  cooperative  institutions  in  operation  in  this 
county — three  elevators,  one  petroleum  plant  and  one  produce  markets 

As  a  whole,   they  had  783  members?  of  which  687  were  active,  and  1,500 
persons  did  business  with  the  5  concerns^     The  selling  cooperatives  had  a 
business  volume  of  $512,462  and  the  purchasing  cooperatives  transacted  $73, 
052  worth  os  business. 

Cooperatives  may  both  buy  and  sell  or  they  may  perform  one  or  the  other 
function  exclusively,     purchasing  cooperatives  buy  non-farm  commodities  for 
distribution  to  their  members  and  patrons,  and  selD.ing  cooperatives  market 
farm  commodities  for  their  members  and  patrons.  _15/

In  1909,  the  record  year  for  apples;   155f959  trees  and  270,690  bushels 
were  reported.     In  1934  there  ^-'ere  only  22,878  trees  and  17,564  bushels  listed.

The  "best  year  for  plums 
was  in  1894,  when  10,818  trees  and  4,376  "bushels  were  reported.     The  greatest 
numher  of  cherry  trees,  7,487,  was  recorded  in  1884,  "but  the  greatest  produc- 
tion, 2,663  bushels,  was  listed  in  1894..     The  peak  year  for  grapes  was  in  1884,

Note  Regarding  Yields  of  Corn 

The  crop  assessors'   statistical  breakdown  for  corn  acreage  is  as  follows: 
(l)  all  corn,  (2)  corn  husked  for  grain,  (3)  corn  cut  for  silage,   (4)  corn 
cut  for  fodder  and  (5)  corn  hogged  off,     A  total  production  is  given  for  each 
farm  which  includes  only  that  actually  husked.     In  getting  county  totals  of 
production,   the  acreage  other  than  that  husked  is  multiplied  by  the  yield 
(derived  by    dividing  total  bushels  corn  husked  by  total  acres  husked)  and 
added  to  summations  of  individual  farm  productions  shown  as  husked.  This 
assumes  that  acreage  not  husked  would  have  produced  the  same  yield  as  that 
actually  husked^ 

In  1934  and  1936,  both  poor  crop  years,   separate  estimations  of  corn 
yield  on  acreage  not  husked  were  made  by  the  S'cate  assessors'  office  because 
it  was  felt  that  farmers  in  those  years  would  select  their  best  acreages  for 
husking  and  cut  or  hog  off  the  rest,  which  would  have  a  different  and  lower 
yield.     This  separate  yield  estimation  was  then  multiplied  by  the  acreage 
not  husked  and  the  total  adeed  to  that  reported  as  husked. 

This  was  done  by  counties  only  and  not  by  townships.     The  township  yields 
for  these  two  years,  then,  are  somewhat  high  since  they  are  based  only  on  acre- 
age husked  for  grain  and  bushels  husked.     The  total  corn  aGrep.ge  is  shown  by 
township  with  this  yield,  and  any  attempt  to  multiply  it  by  the  acreage  shown 
to  get  total  production  will  result  in  a  too  high  figure.     The  county  summaiy 
table  figures  for  corn  yield  in  1934  and  1936  have  been  adjusted  for  poorer 
yields  on  that  acreage  not  husked  and  these  yields  may  legitimately  be  multi- 
plied by  the  acreages  shown  there  to  arrive  at  total  productions  for  the 
co-onty. 

In  all  other  years  actual  tov/nship  productions  may  be  derived  from  the 
yield  and  acreage  figures  shown  in  the  tables  since  corn  yield  has  been  as- 
sumed to  b  e  equal  in  all  utilizations.     The  county  yield  and  to^^'nship  yields 
are,  therefore,  consistent  in  all  years  except  1934  and  1936.
